THE SOUTH, 
A FEW OF THE RESULTS or “HOME RULE” IN 
THAT SECTION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 27.—The Republican 
Congressional Committee will issue a document 
to-morrow that shows a few of the results of 
Home Rule in the South that Wade Hampton 
thanked God at Cincinnati was solid. State debts 
are taken up first, and it is shown that by dis- 
honest swindling of creditors, wholesale repudia- 
tion of sacred obligations incurred by the free 
will of the people, the world has been defrauded 
by these Southern States, since the close of the 
War, out of some 8123.500000. Not only 
were State moneys squandered in railroad 
schemes, but trust funds held for 
school and ether inviolable purposes have 
thus been wasted. It is shown how railroads 
have been built at the expense of confiding sub- 
scribers to bonds, and then when finished the 
bonds have been repudiated and turned over by 


the Democrats to the State as a gift pure and 


sim ple,—as a profit of this undisguised theft and 
giguntic confidence game manipulated by Dem- 
oeratic Governors, courts, and officials ceneral- 
lv. In the face of this wholesale plundering, 
the Democratic party now asks the people to 
surrender to its management the finances of the 
Nation, in order that it may extend its brigand- 
ish operations without the limits of the Southern 
States, where its operations have of necessity 
been confined heretofore. 

The Registration and Election laws enacted by 
Democratic Legislatures in the South since they 
stole the management of State Governments are 
then considered.

impossible to answer. Failure on any point dis- 
qualifies voters. The whites are not subjected 
to any such examination. 

The pena! laws are taken up, all enacted under 
Democratic rule, and the disclosure is almost too 
sickening for belief. Itis shown that colored 
men are sent to the Penitentiary for any term 
not exceeding five years, for stealing pigs, sheep, 
etc., iu value amounting to $L50 ere they 
are hired out to labor to contractors at 25 cents 
per day, and are made to work with ball and 
chain attached to the leg. For every 
day the convict is sick he has to work 
two days after he gets well. After he has 
worked out his sentence he has to labor still 
further at 25 cents per day until the cost of 

rosecution is settled. An instance is given in 
Mississippi where a colored boy worked cight- 
een months with ball and chain for stealing a 


pig worth $1.50, and 300 days additional to pay | 


the cost of the prosecution. Nights and Sun- 
days the convicts are confined in stockades. 
This is not the worst. In Mississippi a person 
arrested On a charge and not able to give bail, 
is obliged to work for a contractor with con- 
victs while he is waiting trial. Instances are 
given where a case was carried over from one 
term to another for a year and a half before the 
accused would be brought to trial: and in the 
end it was found that there was nothing but a 
trumped-up charge against the prisoner, and 
was released after having labored 
a ball and chain to his ler 
that time for a contractor who 
paid 25 cents to the State for him. Under this 
arty appeals to the 
laboring classes to vote for Hancock. In Mis- 
sissippi it is shown that there are 1. 100 of these 
conviets for small offenses, or. innocent men 
awaiting trial, rotting in stockades and working 
in chains, while their families are starving or 
living through crime, compelled by a want of 
the necessities of life. 

Inthe matter of education itis shown that 
over 44 pee cent of the people of the South can- 
not read or write, against 5 per cent in the North. 
Of adult males qualitied to vote in the South 
over 37 per cent can neither read nor write. To 
show the interest in educational matters, the 
names of thirty white men are given who con- 
fessed before the investigation that they had 
been engaged in burning school-houses, whip- 
ping teachers, and shooting colored men. Itisa 
document every one in the North ought to read. 


GEN. HANCOCK. 
„ HIS MEANNES§S TOWARDS SOLDIERS,

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 29.—An ex-officer of 
the Thirtieth Massachusetts Volunteers states 
an incident which shows that Gen. Hancock did 
not confine his tyrannical acts to Wisconsin reg- 
iments.

All who 
served with Sheridan in the Valley 
know that army shoes won't stand 
Virginia clay, and to provide against unpleasant 
experience of marching in mud-filled shoes, 
our men bought suttler's boots at enormous 
wrices before this order was received. Their 
foolings after the reception of the order can be 
more easily imagined than described.

OBITUARY. 


DR. CHARLES THOMAS JACKSON. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Boston, Aug. 27.—Charles Thomas Jackson, 
an eminent physician and setentist, died at Som- 
erville Asylum to-day. He had been insane for 
a long time. | 
Dr. Jackson was born in Plymouth, Mass., 
June 21, 1805, and was descended from strong 
Puritan stock, on bis father's side from one of 
the first settiers at Plymouth, and on his 
mother’s side from the Kev. John Cetton, one of 
the early Boston pastors. He lost his parents 
when only 12 years old, and at the age of 15 he 
entered a mercantile house in Boston. 
He early evinced a strong taste for the study 
of electricity and chemistry, and spent much of 
his leisure hours in experimenting in connectina 
with his studies. He intended to enter Harvard 
when only 16, but owing to ill beatth, brought on 
= overstudy, he was unable to do so, He trav- 
eled about this time with a dstinguished com- 
pany of naturalists through New Jersey and 
ew York, and on his return to Boston com- 
menced the study of m ine under the in- 
struction of Dr. James Jackson’ and 
Dr. Walter Channing. He aduated 
ee ard hi 


as . „ rom 
In the autumn of the sa year he visited 
Europe, whore he spent years pursuing 
his scientific and medical studies. During this 
eriod he made a pedestrien tour through 
runce. Switzerland, Italy, Bavaria. Austria, 
and the Tyrol. He aided in the dissection of 
bodies of the victims of the cholera at Vienna 
in 18¢1, and contributed a very valuable paper 
on this disease and its treatment to the 
medical journals. He returned to America in 
October, INN. and one of his fellow-passengers 
was Prof. 8. F. B. Morse, with whom he dis- 
cussed the application of electricity to telegra- 
phy during the veyage. Dr. Jackson always 
claimed that it was he who suggestod to Prof. 
Morse the plan which the latter afterwards acted 
on, and on which the great discovery was based. 
A long controversy was carried on between the 
two scientists and their partisuns as to whom 
belonged the right of discovery, but it was of 
course settled in favor of Prof. Morse. Dr. 
Jackson did not for a long time after this be- 
stow much time on the study of medicine. He 
was engaged in private geological surveys, in 
the examination of mines, and in chemical 
analyses. In 1836 he was appointed State Geolo- 
gist of Maine, and made a survey of that State. 
Gov. Marcy offered him a similar position in 
New York, but he preferred to take the Maine 
office. He was made State Geologist of Rhode 
Fsiand in 1830, and of New Hampshire in 1840. 
fis greatest geological work was the discovery 
of the wonderful mineral richness of the Lake 
Superior region, which was made in 184, 
He claimed to be the discover of anesthetics; 
and although his claim is not generally allowed, 
it is beyond eavil that he was the discoverer of 
etherization, but it is believed that it was Dr. 
Morton who applied the discovery to surgical 
operations. For the discovery of etherization 
he received decorations and prizes from the 
French Emperor, the King of Sweden, and, on 
the recommendation of Humboldt, from 
the King of Prussia. Dr. Jackson made many 
other valuable discoveries in metalurry, 
chemistry, and electricity. He wrote several 
valuable papers connected with these sciences 
for the American Journal of Science and Arta, be- 
sides reports of geological surveys, and disser- 
tations on the chemistry of vegetables for the 
Agricultural reports.] * 


EX-GOV. PAUL O. HERBERT.

N ORLEANS, Aug. 29.—Ex-Gov. Paul 0. 
Herbert died in this city this eventing of cancer. 
He was born in Iberville Parish, Dec. 12, 1818; 
graduated at West Point in the class of 1840; 
served two years as teacher of engineering 
there, and resigned the army, becoming a 

lanter, and afterwards State Engineer of 
uisians. He was Colonel of the Twelfth 
United States Infantry in the Mexican War, and 
distinguished himself at Molina del Rey and 
Chapultepec. In 188% he was elected Gov- 
ernor ot Louisiana under the new 
Constitution, serving four years. He was 
a Brigadier-General in the Confederate army, 
was devoted to his ptantation, and gave atten- 
tion to snorting matters, being President of the 
Metairie Jockey Club in this city from 1851 to 
1874, when the Club dissolved. He was ap- 
pointed by Gen. Grant a member of the Levee 
Commission in 1873. He had lately returned 
from New York ina dying condiuon, arriving 
here Thursday last.

A STEAMER BURNED. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 29.—The side- wheel 
steamer Marine City, bound down from Macki- 
naw, with over 100 passengers and full load in 
hold of freight, took fire when. off Sturgeon 
Point at 4 o'clock this afternoon, and burned to 
the water's edge. The tug Vulcan, which was 
near by, immediately went to her assistance, and 
with the help of the Sturgeon Point Life-Saving 
Station crew, and the boats of the Marine City, 
succeeded in rescuing all the passengers and 
crew except five, as follows:

James Griffin. 

Frank Emmett. 

Guy McElroy, of Toledo. 

Dr. Pomeroy, of Ohio. ° 

The Marine City was built at Mafine City in 
1866, was 695 tons burden, and at present was 
owned by the People’s Line, of Which Robert 
Holland of Marine City, David Gallagher. and 
W. E. Warner, of this city, are the stockhold- 
ers. Her route has been from Toledo to 
Mackinaw, in connection with the propel- 
ler St. Paul, making a round trip per 
week. Her valuation is $20,000, and was 
insured for $15,000. Her rate was Bl, and she 
is a sister boat of the steamer Alpena, of «the 
Goodrich Transportation Line. She was com- 
manded by Capt. W. E. Comer, of this city, of 
whom great praise is spoken for his coolness 


and bravery in commanding his crew, by which 
means the lives of so many were saved. Great 
credit is also given to Capt. Thomas Hackett, of 


theatug Vulcan, for his timely assistance. The 
Vulcan is owned by Messrs. R. A. Alger & Co., 
who keep her towing rafts from Lake Huron to 
Tonawanda, and is one of the largest tugs on the 
river. 

Later—Have just received a dispatch that a 
number of persons have come ashore at Stur- 
goon Point. Am not able to get their names. 

The Marine City was heavily laden with 
freight, and had about 150 passengers. Strange 
as it may seem, only five persons are reported 
missing, and but two are known to 
have been lost. These bodies were re- 
covered by the Sturgeon Point Life-Saving 
crew. On one was found a cuff marked “ Wat- 
son. The other is not yet identified. it is 
probable that several persons are missing whose 
names have not yet been learned. The passen- 
gers were mainly tourists who have been sum- 
mering at Mackinac and vicinity. 

Our city has been thrown into great excite- 
ment by the news, but it is now becoming gen- 
erally known that all Detroit people are saved. 
The Marine City had just repainted, and on her 
last trip had blown off her boilers, and was con- 
sidered in the best of condition. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 29.—The steamer Marine 
City, running between Mackinac and this port 
and Cleveland, took fire at 2 0’clock this after- 
noon two miles off Alcona, thirty miles from 
Alpena, and burned to the water’s edge. She 
had a large load of passenger's. One hundred 
and thirty are reported saved. 

The Post and Tribune special says: The Ma- 
rine City, on her way down from Mackinac with 
a full load of passengers, left Aicona at 3:30 this 
afternoon. About 4 o'clock, when off Sturgeon 
Point, fire was discovered in the hold, 
and before effective efforts could be taken the 
flames became unmanageable. The efforts of 
the crew were at once directed to saving the 
passengers. The tug Vulcan was fortunately 
in sight, and hastened to her relief, as did also 
the boats of the life-saving station at the Point, 
and several small boats from the shore. These 
picked up a large nuniber of persons in the wa- 
ter, chiefly from Detroit, Port Huron, and up- 
shore ports; also the following: .

Capt. Comer and crew, of the Marine City, 
acted with great coolness, and Capt. Hackett 
and crew. of the tug Vuican, rendered valuable 
assistance, as did also the life-saving crew. 

Those rescued are all at Alcona. 

The Marine City was a fine passenger boat, 
fourteen years old, and valued at $30,000. In- 
sured for 815.000. She was owned by Gallagher 
& Warner, of this city. 

Port Huron, Mich., Aug. 29.—The sidewheel 
stegmer Marine City took fire when about two 
miles south of Alcona, about noon to-day, and 
was burned to the water’s edge. She was bound 
up with a general cargo, all of which was de- 
stroyed. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

ALPENA, Mich., Aug. 30.—The steamer Marine 
City, on her way to Detroit from this place, was 
burned to the water’s edge near Sturgeon Point. 
About 125 persons were on board, and about 25 
are said to have been drowned. Some died 
after they were rescued. The fire took place in 
the starboard coal-bunker in the evening, and, 
shortly after being discovered, the boat was a 


mass of flames.

Andover, where these young men had been par- 
ticipating. Either for lack of money or fer 
sport, they contrived to clamber on the top of a 
passenger car in the train which left Lawrence 
at 7:30 p.m. When the train reached Sprague’s 
bridge, two miles from this city, in the Town of 
Tewksberry, all five were swept off and killed. 
At the time it was only known that one had met 
his death in this manner. This was John 
Shinnick, 16 years old, He was thrown down 
between the cars on the platfors where the 
conductor found him. He lived about twenty 
minutes, but was unconscious. The body was 
brought here and identified. Some time later 
track men found the ‘bodies of the others lying 
in the ditches, three on one side ot the track 
and one on the other. A freight train wns sent 
from here and brought them in about mid- 
night. They were: Willlam Maker, 16 years; 
John McNamara, 16; Timothy Nolan, 17; Patrick 
Ryan, 15. There is a space of twenty-two inches 
between the cars and the bridge roof; therefore 
it is conjectured that the lads were sitting up 
when struck. Probably all but Shinnick died 
almost instantly, as their wounds on -the head 
and back were terrible. The undertaker’s rooms 
where the bodies lie have been thronwed to-day.

Three 
hours later lightning struck and 
went down the tools which were hanging in the 
derrick, setting fire to the gas and oil, which 
burned fiercely for nearly an hour before the 
men succeeded in smothering the flames. Three 
men were in the derrick, and one within three 
feet of the tools struck, but none were 
injured. Some:twelve or thirteen holes have 
peen drilled within four months. All have been 
good flowing wells. Three derricks were started 
this afternoon, and in all ten rigs are building.

here. especially among the old Abo nis 

The other evening, shortly before dusk, I 
knocked at the door of No. 100 East College 
street,—a cozy suburban residence, situated 
within 100 yards of the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern Railroad track. My knock at the door 
was readily answered, and I was ushered in by a 
man past the middle age of life. He was really 
younger than he looked. his form being bent. 
and possessing the appearance of an aged person. 
His skin was almost whitey hair curly, but 
somewhat thin; he bad a bright, sharp eye, 
clear-cut face, aud full beard, almost white 
from the frosts of time. He weighed about 175 
pounds, and stood 5 feet 8 inches in hight, show- 
ing that at one time he was a model of physical 
manhood.

CAPTURE OF WASHINGTON, 


An Event that Occurred Sixty-six Years 
Ago-—A Superior Force of Militia Re- 
treating Before the Advance of the 
British—How the Portrait of Gen. 
Washington Was Saved.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 25.—Sixty-six years 
‘ago yesterday the Gh of Washington was capt- 
ured by British troops and the Capitol and 
other public buildings were burned. The capt- 
ure of the city was preceded by the battle of 
Biadensburg. Accounts of this battle differ. 
Mr. Lossing says that a hot engagement oc- 
curred between a superior force of the enemy 
and the American troops before the latter re- 
treated, and that 500 Englishmen were killed 
and wounded. Mr. Nicholas Callan, an oid 
resident of Washington, who, although a boy 
when the battle occurred, remembers it very 
distinctly, says that very little fighting was 
done, and that a superior force of militia re- 
treated pell-mell before the advance of the 
British. As Mr. Callau's father was one of the 
militia, his son's version is likely to be correct. 
Much nonsense bas been written about the 
capture of Washington. The fact is that the 
catastrophe was mainly due to the fears of Gen. 
Armstrong, then Secretary of War, and the 
cowardice of a large force of poorly-drilled mil- 
itia. Both Gen. Armstrong and the militia were 
afterwards censured by a committee of Con- 
gress which was appointed to investigate. 

In July, 1814, it was rumored that a large force 
of British soldiers had sailed from the West In- 
dies with the purpose of landing on the shores 
of Chesapeake Bay and destroying. Baltimore 
and Washington. No particular fears seem to 
have been entertained for the safety of the 
Capital by President Madison and his Cabinet. 
Gen. Winder was in command of the Fourth 
Military District, which embraced the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and be had 2400 men, scat- 
tered over quite alarge area of country, un- 
der him. As soon as the British, under com- 
mand of Gen. Ross, who was afterward killed 
at the battle of Stony Point, landed at Benedict, 
on the shore of the Chesapeake, Gen. Winder 
became impressed with the fact that Washine- 
ton would be assaulted. He communicated his 
fears to Mr. Madison. and IB. G0 militia from 
Maryland. Virginia, and the District of Colum- 
bia were placed at his disposal. Commodore 
Barney came up the Potomac to the Patuxent 
River with a schooner and thirteen armed 
barges, and sailed up that stream to its head- 
waters, where he thought be was safe from pur- 
suit, and joined his forces to tnose of Gen.

Who fired the shot has never 
been discovered, The troops encamped at the 
foot of Capitol Hill, where the Botanical Gar- 
dens are now located. That night they fired the 
Capitol and the Executive Mansion, The light 
of the conflagration was seen, it is said, as far 
as Baltimore, forty miles distant. Only the walls 
of the buildings were left “yy * 

On the following morning the British get fire 
to the Treasury, a two-story brick building of 
modest dimensions, which stood where the pres- 
ent Treasury build is located on the corner of 
Fifteenth street and nsyivania avenue. The 
War and Navy Department buildings, which 
were built where the present imposing structure, 
now nearly completed, stands, on the corner of 
Seventeenth street and Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, were next fired. The affairs of State 
and the postai business of the young Ke- 
public were conducted from offices in pri- 
vate residences. Tney were not harmed after 
firing the War and Navy Departments. Gen. 
Ross marched his troops to the corner of Fif- 
teenth and F streets, ana drew them up betore a 
building occupied by the Bank of the Metropo- 
lis, now the Nationa! Metropolitan Bank. This 
instituuon had loaned the Government $300,000, 
and the plate from which its notes were printed 
bore the words. a depository of the Govern- 
ment.” Some of these notes had fallen into 
the possession of the British, and Gen. Ross 
believed it to be a Government bank. He 
was preparing to fire it, when a citizen 
informed bim that it was a private institu- 
tion, and had no connection with the Govern- 
ment beyond making the loan above referred to. 
Besides,“ said this honest citizen, as the story 
goes, “if you burn this property you will destroy 
the sole support of a poor Lrish widow, a coun- 
trywoman of yours.”

The British remained in camp here about for- 
ty-eight hours, and then left the city by the same 
route they had entered it.

- HAY-FEVER. 


Its Recent Appearance—Where to Es- 
cape It—Some Official Advice. 

The next annual meeting of the United States 
Hay-Fever Association, of which Mr. Mark 
Richards Muckie, of Philadelphia, is President, 
is to be held at Bethlehem, N. H., on the 3lst of 
August. The Committee on Scientific Facts— 
consisting of Dr. Morris Wyman, of Cambridge, 
Mass.: Messrs. M. Richards Muckle and E. W. 
Hoimes, of Philadelphia; Dr. Arthur Holbrook, 
of Milwaukee, Wis.; Dr. O. N. Baldwin, of Mont- 
gomery, Ala.; and Prof. W. H. Parker, of Mid- 
diebury, Vt.,—have prepared a report for pres- 
entation to the Society,from which we take 
the following: “Autumnal catarrh, there 
is reason to believe, must have been 
very rare in New Engiand fifty years ago. 
From that time it pretty steadily increased 
until it attracted the attention of isolated per- 
sons, who saw in it, however, only a cold of un- 
usual severity atan unusual season for colds. 
It was not until long after that its annual char- 
acter was noticed, partiy from the few cases, 
and also perhaps because the disease was at first 
mild, as was searlet-fever at Kingston, Mass., in 
1785,—its first ap rance in America,—and 80 
of several other diseases. In 1854, when the re- 
orter made it a subject of his lectures in 

urvard University, it was looked upon as a 
medical curiosity which few would ever see. 
Even in 1866, after a paper had been published 
of amore popular character, intended to draw 
attention to the disease and its means of relief, 
it was not thought worth while tor the accom- 
modation of the sufferers to keep open 
the White Mountain hotels longer than 
suited the convenience of the summer 
pleasure-seekers. From that time it be- 
came more generally known; more facts 
were collected and were published in the first 
essay on the subject in 1872. There is abundant 
reasons to believe that the number of cases bas 
increased, but it is hard to say how much, for it 
is difficult to assign the proper value to in- 
creased knowledge, and the consequently larger 
proportion reported and that due to increased 
population. 

The first person who is known to have been 
relieved by a change of residence to an elevated 
region was a lady from Lynn, Mass. She had 
suffered severely, especially in the asthmatic 
stage. She accidenta Wy noticed in 1453, while 
traveling, in the White-Mountain region, that 
her catarrh, which for twelve years commenced 
Aug. V. failed to make its appearance. The 
following year she visited the same region be- 
fore the usual time of attack with the hope of 
escaping it. She did escape it, and her annual 
visits for the remaining ten years of her life 
were attended by the same happy result. In 
1851, two ears earlier, Daniel Webster 
went to the White Mountains for its invigorat- 


Washington. His attacks were due Aug. 2. 
Aug. B he writes: As yet I do not sneeze, nor 
are my eyes affected. It has not stayed away so 
long before.’ Sept. 8, again: I have been abie 
to keep off the catarrh so far.’ In the afternoon 
of that day be went to Boston, and the next day 
the catarrh attacked him. Mr. Webster evident- 
ly escaped bia enemy in the White Mountains, 
but missed the discovery that he escaped it by 
= them. Mr. Jacob Horton, of Newbury- 

rt, Mass., who died in 1876, at the age of 79,was 
more fortunate; he discovered that fact in 1860. 
This was publicly made known at the time and 
inthe manner already referred to, and soon 
numbers resorted to the same region for relier. 
Of those who thus sought relief in the mount- 
tains, most obtained it, but not all, for all places 
in this region are not equally safe. 

Long and varied experience with numerous 
individuals has proved that the Glen, Gorham, 
Randolph, Jefferson, Whitefield, Bethlehem VII- 
lage, the White Mountain Notch, Twin Mountain 
House, the high level about Franconian Notch, 
are ail within the limits of safety. Other ele- 
vated tracts are sufe. Mount Mansfield, at Stowe, 
Vt., and the Adirondacks are particularly safe; 
ate Ie Ohio and Pennsylvania plateau, includ- 
ing the high a of southern countries in New 
York, from the Catskill Mountains to the west- 
ern border of the State, the plateaus in these 
countries having an elevation of 2,000 feet above 
the sea. The vulleys of the rivers and lakes of 
the same State at a lower level are not safe. The 
Island of Mackinaw and the country north 
of the great lakes in Canada and beyond the 
Mississippi at St. Paul, Minn., have a certain im- 
munity, but not equal to that of the Lake Su- 
perior region. Farther west are lar tracta 
which may be resorted to. South, the Alleghany 


Mountains at Oakland. and other elevated points, 


and Irou Mountain on the Tennessee and North 
Carolina line, are unusually free. To the east 
the elevated interior of Maine and its extensive 
lakes afford both pleasure and safety. Mount 
Desert is not free, but some of the islands about 
it are thought to give relief. If the sea coast is 
preferred, the whole coast east of the St. John, 
thence quite around to Labrador, is open to the 
subjects of autumnal catarrh. Sufferers who 
actually pitch their tents in these favored re- 
gions asa general rule not only escape their 
enemy, but may find themselves at the end of 
the month with a vigor that nothing but living 
under canvas seems to give. 

“The limits of the exempt region are often 
narrow and very Sharply delined. A lady quite 
well at Bethel, in the White Mountain district, 
700 feet elevation, experienced an ettack after a 
ride to Albany, but six miles distant and only a 
few feet lower. Soa ride from Peterborough, in 
Madison County, on the New York plateau, to 
about ten 
miles away, was follawed b an attack. 
Chemung County, aisoin New York, affords on 
its highiands, as a general rule, exemption, but 
Eimira, in the same county,in the Chemung 
Valley, affords no relief. By overlooking such 
facts sufferers often fallinto grave errors, to the 
great disappointment of their hopes.“

in view of the numerous evictions to be enforced 


during the next two months, and in anticipation 
of the resistance which they may possibly 


provoke. 

Tue TRIBUNR’s readers may remember that, 
on coming into office, Mr. Gladstone's Govern- 
ment elected to dispense with the exceptional 
powers given them in Ireland by the Peace- 
Preservation act, just then expiring. It was 
their policy to govern Ireland without recourse 
to forcible measures, and their wish to allay agi- 
tation by peaceful means. As an earnest of 
their intentions, and because evictions for non- 
payment of rent were lamentably on the in- 
crease in districts where dire distress had pre- 
vailed, Mr. Forster introduced a bill for securing 
to evicted tenants some compensation for dis- 
turbance,—or, in other words, some equivalent 
for the good-will” of their holdings. This bill 
was to remain in force only for eighteen months; 
it was to apply only to certain districts, cover- 
ing roughly the whole of Munster and Con- 
naught, and those wild Atlantic coasts where, 
from a failure in the harvests both of land and 
sea, the people were reduced last winter to the 
point of starvation; and the scope ot its provis- 
ions was briefly this: that, in all cases where a 
tenant could satisfy the Judge of the County 
Court that he was totaliy unable to pay his rent, 
and that his inability was due to bad sea- 
sons and to nothing else, the Judge was to have 
the powe suspending the landlord's right of 
viction till the Ist of January, 188. Two reme- 
dies against the tenant were still left to the 
landlord: he might either distrain for the rent 
in arrear, or he might bring a civil action for its 
yooovery. But, in case the landlord should not 
be satisfied with some other procedure less sum- 


mary than that of turning the tenant out of 
doors, the bill left him the alternative of 
PAYING THE TENANT A SUM, 
to be settled by the Judge, for the good-will of 
the holding the tenant was compelled to sacri- 
fice; and in this respect it was virtually an ex- 
tension of the Uister Terant-Right. Though 
there is much difference of opinion as to the ef- 
fect which this measure would have had on the 
state of affairs in Ireland, there is little reason 
to doubt that,in certain respects vitally con- 
cerning the tenants, the Government's expecta- 
tions would have been realized. Wholesale and 
capricious evictions would have been checked. 
Tenants would have been allowed a 8 
spoll lasting over two harvests, which woulk 
have given them a fair chance of recovering 
from collapse and of paying their way in future. 
Last, and not least, the not unreasonable agita- 
tion which arises from real hardship-would have 
been allayed. As toanother kind of 1 
this at least may be said: that, if this bill had 
the Government would have had less 
fficulty in dealing with it. 

Such was the nature of the Government's 
scheme for afford temporary relief to the 
tenant-farmers of, Munster and Connaught; 
and now to show how differently it was received 
by the two Houses of Parliament: The House 
of Commons, infil more perhaps by the 
declaration of Mi rs that the measure was 
one urgently caliedforin existing circumstances, 
than acting from aconviction of its theoretical 
justice or practical efficacy, passed it after re- 
vision in committee by 308 votes against 237,—a 
majority of 66in its favor. The retort made to 
this by the House of Lords was unexpectedly 
emphatic. By 282 votes against 5l—an over- 
whelming majority of 231— 


THEY THREW THE BILL OVER. 


Even if all the Conservative Peers had abstained 
from voting, the votes of the Liberal Peers alone 
would still have defeated it, for no fewer than 58 
ranged themselves against the Government. 
Moreover, the majority in the House of Lords 
displayed what the majority in the House of 
Commons did not,—resolution and enthusiasm. 
The lukewarmness shown to the bill in quarters 
where ardent support was doubtiess looked for, 
probably tended to dishearten its promoters in 
the one House, and correspondingly to encour- 
age its opponents in the other. The Dublin 
Nation, the organ of the National party, and of 
some of those most likely to benefit by the bill, 
described it as “a wretched littie bill, which 
will probably be no good.“ Neither Mr. Par- 
nell nor Mr. Dillon ore it any countenance, 
or even voted for it. Certainly, its passage 
would have taken the wind out of the sails of 
the land-agitation. Nevertheless, there were 
forty-seven Irish Home-Rulers who voted for 
it, and only fifteen Liberals, all land-owners, 
who voted against it. A much intenser interest 
was exhibited in the House of Lords. The Duke 
of Argyll, s wey supportof the bill, only 
expressed the feeling uppermost in the mind of 
every Peer who listened to him, when he made 
the frank admission, that “On this question of 
the land we are playing with tire at the door of 
a powder-magazine.’’ Therefore, the Peers ral- 
lied to the deiense of property, and to the at- 
tack upon what one of them described as a 
measure for the eviction of landlords.“ In 
fact, their debate was a grand rade of the 
territorial forces of the United Kingdom. He- 
reditary legislators, who lounge into the House 
about twice a year, displayed on this occasion an 
attention to business which the country will 
know how to gpueecete. The Bari of Mount 
Casheli, aged 85, who: had dropped out of sight 
for thirty years, came all the way from County 
Cork, and suddenly reappeared upon the scene 
like a fantom from the past, to protect bis 
venerable pocket. The territorial interest had 
plainly resolved to set its heel on the truly 
“wretched little bill“; and, as its application 
bad to be now or never, under that heavy hee! it 
is likely to remain. 

It is not often that one can say of a debate in 
the House of Lords, as one can safely say of this 
aa Compensation-for- Disturbance bill, that 


THE MOST NOTEWORTHY 
that has taken place in Parllument during the 
session. Nor does it imply disparagement of the 
more important and really essential brancb of 
the Legislature, to admit that the question 
under discussion on this occasion received a far 
more thorough handling in the Upper than in 
the Lower Chamber. The Peers why spoke upon 
it were, with afew exceptions, the picked de- 
baters of their House, and all were men inti- 
mately versed in the practical aspects of the 
subject they rose to talk about.

Then, the character of 
Irish holdings is altogether exceptional, There 
of these holdings, and not lese 
| number are under 
£8 annual rating value. These repre- 
sent a population of 500,000 at the lowest 
reckoning,—a population liable to ejectment 
year after ygar; and it is nonsense, as the Duke 
of Argyll pointed out, to talk of these small 
cottiers having made contracts in the sense that 
Scoteh and English farmers have made them.

which the Government brought in their bill to 
ameliorate, but which, in the view of the House 
of Lords, does not constitute an emergency.

The 
Uister system dates froma time when land in 
the North of Lreland went a-begging for tenants, 
when inducements had to be held out to people 
to come and settle there. and when security and 

rmanence in their holdings were guaranteed. 

ence arose the custom accord to which a 
tenant in Uister enjoys a sort of proprietary 
right or will, in his holding, and cannot be 
evicted from it,even when he fails to pay bis 
rent, without receiving compensation from his 
landlord, or the equivalent of its value from the 
incoming tenant. By the provisions of Mr. 
Gladstone’s Land act of 1870, the right of the 
tenant to compensation from the landlord for 
disturbance was recognized and extended to the 
whole of Ireland, except in those cases where 
the disturbance was for non-payment of rent. 
The effect of the present Compensation bill, 
therefore, would have been to do xway tempor- 
arily with that exception; and the House of 
Lords has refused to grant, as a temporary con- 
cession, that which they feared might hereafter 
be demanded as a permanent principle. In 
short, their treatment of the bill was intended 
to be neither more no less than a check to the 
Government and a defiance to the Land League.

HENDRICKS’ FAMILY. 


One of the Very Queerest Stories Ever 
Told. 
St. Louis Republican, 

Do you want to hire a farm hand were the 
words which fell from the lips of Edward Shea, 
a stout Irishman, about four years ago. 

¥ I do.“ said J. J. Hendricks, a well-to-do Ger- 
man farmer, who ifved, then as now, near the 
Town of Bethalto, III.

Even then he suspected nothing until 
the night came and grew into day and the days 
into weeks. Then he knew there was something 
wrong, but be had no time to investigate the 
matter and see how great the wrong was. 
Weeks 3 into months and months into years, 
but still to the busy farmer a leisure moment 
never came. There was seed to sow in the 
spring time, and crops to gather in the fall, and 
hay to cut in the summer, and wood in the 
winter, and ail these thing to the matter-of-fact 
agricuiturist were of more importance than a 
search after a missing wife and two hearty 
boys. Farmers came to St. Louis and 
often brought back word to the farmer news of 
the missing ones, news which ve bim no satis- 
faction, however. Last Sunday night Farmer 
Hendricks, no one knows why, put away the 
shovel andthe hoe and packed his gripsack. 
After 1 it he took a train for St. Louis, 
and arrived bere yesterday morning. He was 
not long in finding out where wife, children, and 
Shea were guartered. They occupied rooms in 
a building on Morgan street, near Franklin 
avenue. Sosoon as Hendricks secured this in- 
furmation he started for the nearest police-sta- 
on., which happened to be the Third District. 
corner of Seventh and Carr streets. Sergt. 
Jenks was seated behind the railing wnen Hen- 
dricks came in. The latter was in a terribly ex- 
cited frame of mind, and with quivering voice 
asked for the officer in charge.

The Sergeant thought up all the statutes and 
city ordinances just to see whether there was 
any one of them that would cover the man’s 
case. He came to the conclusion that there was 
not, and then began talking to Hendricks and 
advising him as to the best mode of procedure. 
The result was that Hendricks concluded that 
the best thing to do was to get his wife and chil- 
dren brought to the police-station and there 
try to effect a compromise which would secure 
the return of her and the children to thelr late 
home. This conclusion arrived at. Officers 
Church and Regun were detailed to arrest the 
woman and Sbea and bring them, with the chil- 
dren, to the station. Hendricks accompanied 
the officers on their mission. The latter say that 
the meeting of man and wife was not accom- 
panied by apy interchange of loving words or 
anything else, but that they said nothing until 
the farmer noticed two baby girls sitting beside 
bis two boys.

TWO PROTECTIONIST ARGUMENTS. 

To offset the effect of the pamphlets pub- 
lished by the friends of free trade, the Amer- 
ican Iron and Steel Association has begun 
the issue of a series of “ Tariff Tracts ” to 
show how the interests of the country are 
dependent upon a protective tariff. and how 
the condition of Jabor in this country would 
suffer if the tariff should be reduced. to one 
for revenue alone. Eight tracts have already 
appeared, as follows: One of eight pages by 
ex-Minister John Welsh, entitled “ Free 
Trade and Protection”; one of eight pages 
entitled “ What Protection Has Done for 
the United States,” in the form of a letter, by 
the Hon. Thomas II. Dudley, late United 
States Consul at Liverpool, to Mr. C. E. 
Rawlins, of Liverpool: one of eight. pages 
by Giles B. Stebbins, of Detroit, Mich., en- 
titled “A Tariff Is Not a Tax“; one of 
twelve pages asking, “WhoIs Augustus 
Mongredien?“ which was an editorial of the 
Association’s Bulletin for July 24 last; 
one of four pages giving some Sta- 
tistics of the foreign commerce of this 


country since 1861; one of eight pages of | 


newspaper contributions by David H. Mason, 
of Chicago; one of twelve pages entitled 
“The ‘Barbarism’ of Protection,”—an open 
letter to John Bright by Augustus T. 
Freed; and one of four pages taken from 
the Bulletinof Aug. 11 inst., entitled “ Who 
Are Benefited by Protection?” ‘These tracts 
are all publisned fer the apparent purpose of 
bringing the voters to support protectionist 
doctrines, and are put in the form of plain 
and popular appeals to men_not familiar with 
economic reasoning. Most of these tracts 
are based in the main upon two views of pro- 
tection, and are filled chiefly with them,— 
other protectionist arguments being set down 
in minor importance. These views are just 
such as are fallacious and likely to entrap 
those not used to a financial line of thinking, 
and. the alleged proofs are undoubted facts 
which are coincident with the fact of protec- 
tion, and are so held to be the consequence of 
it. These two particulars held up as proof 
of the validity of protectionist reasoning are 
the following: The great prosperity of the 
Nation as a whole; the comfortable condi- 
tion of farmers, mechanics; and laborers in 
this country when compared with similar 
classes in England. In one form or another 
these two considerations are presented to the 
voters of the country as proofs of the suc- 
cess and wisdom of our present protective 
policy, and as reasons why it should be con- 
tinued. 

it should always be remembered, in con- 
sidering this question, that there are but few, 
if any, persons in the United States who 
favor or propose the adoption of free trade,“ 
as it is understood and existsin England, as 
part of the policy of this country. Free 
trade, in the United States, means a tariff so 
adjusted as to objects and rates of taxation as 
will produce the greatest amount of revenue 
consistent with the lowest rate of taxation. 
This point should always be borne in mind 
in considering this subject in this country, 

Now, as to the first point made in these 
pamphlets,—our National prosperity: The 
statistics of our foreign commerce certainly 
show remarkable gains in the last ten years, 
or since the adoption of the protective policy 
n 1802. 


tion, and then to demand that he, out of re- 
gard to his own interests, shall vote for the 
continued imposition of taxes upon articles 
which form essential parts of his daily liv- 
ing. Of course our National growth has 
been prodigious since the policy of protec- 
tion was adopted, but the disputant who 
asserts that the immense volume of 
our exports of agricultur.t products 
and manufactured articles is due to 
the benevolent imposition of taxes upon im- 
ports from abroad might as reasonably ex- 
peet to be believed if he should assert that 
the recent rapid growth of our population, 
or the gain of 55 per cent since the census of 
1860, is due to the protective tariff. The argu- 
ment is this: While we have hada protective 
tariff our exports of manufactured goods and 
agricultural products have increased; our 
National prosperity has been great. Hence 
the prosperity is the result of the tariff. It 
would be just as logical to say that under the 
tariff the population has increased greatly; 
hence the tariff should have the credit. Such 
reasoning is of the same piece with that of 
the dyspeptic millionaire who refused to be 
cured of his dyspepsia. He had suffered its 
pains and become rich; if he shoula be healed, 
he might lose his ability to make money. 
Like thé millionaire, the protectionists have 
the fact of prosperity on their side. That is 
not denied or made to seem smaller than it 
really is, but the .free-traders do assert that 
without protection the prosperity would have 
been greater. Thatour farming and artisan 
population have done remarkably well under 
their burdens of tariff taxes, is only proof 
that they would have done better without 
them. 

This brings up the tract No. 3: “A Tariff 
Is Nota Tax.” A tariff is not a tax, it is 
held, first, because the price of an article in 
this country is not equal to what it would be, 
duty-free, plus the present amount of duty. 
But this is certain: that the tariff is particu- 
larly and avowedly intended to raise the price 
of imported articles, and so of articles of 
home manufacture. If the home price does 
not equal the price of the article when duty- 
free, plus the existing duty, it simply proves 
that home competition breaks the rise in 
price before the theoretical sum is reached. 
Aghigh fence of price is raised about an arti- 
cle, and, because the advance is stopped by 
home competition before the top of the fence 
is reached, it by no means follows that the 
tax is not a burden or that there is no rise. 
It is a burden to just the extent that the price 
under the tariff exceeds what it would be 
with no tariff. Again, a tariff is said not to 
be a tax, because under a tariff manufact- 
ures are fostered, by which home com- 
petition becomes possible and the price is 
reduced lower than ever. The question 
fairly arises whether the reduced price is 
the consequence of the tariff or of changed 
commercial and financial conditions. If it 
is the former, then the protected industries 


can now get along without gthe tariff, and. 


should be, at least. indifferent to its aboli- 
tion. But, as the protectionists still ask for 
protection, it is a fair conclusion that they 
fear they could not maintain themselves on 
these reduced prices, and that some cause 
other than the tariff should have the credit. 
Alexander Hamilton is quoted on the protec- 
tion side. But Hamilton lived at the begin- 
ning of our National life under the present 


| Constitution, when, if ever, there might be 


dlausibility in the argument for protection 
for infantile industries. But the country 


has been growing for a hundred years,” 


and those industries are still infants 
asking for Government assistance; still 
afraid to enter the field of business 
competition alone; still crying that prices 
to the consumers of their -manufact- 
ures may be raised by taxation.on the prod- 
ucts of their rivals, so that their own profits 
may be larger and thus they may be kept in 
business.

Still more time. He now asks for but ten 


years in which to attain great prosperity, 


but they must be years of undisturbed quiet, 
with the great fields of the country feeding 
millions in Europe, and people on all hands 
laying up money. The argument from pros- 
perity is simply a misinterpreted fact, whose 
real weight would be on the other side 
could the figures be procured for a com pari- 
son. 

Of similar inaptness is the appeal to the 
voter that he should support the tariff be- 
cause laborers’ and mechanics’ wages are 
higher in this country than in England. 
Equally without fitness is the poverty and 
degradation of the lowest English classes 
pictured as the fate of the American under a 
free-trade system. In the argument all the 
social conditions of Engiand, her wretched 
landlord system, her intemperance, her an- 
tiquity as the home of settled civilization 
compared with this country, are wholly over- 
looked. The twa facts are seen: England 
betieves in free trade; English labor is poor- 
ly paid and suffering; hence the former is 
cause of the latter. In this country work- 
men are better paid, and there is a protective 
tariff. Hence the latter is cause of the 
former. Nothing is said of the wide fields to 
which emigrants are coming, or of the 
chance for industry to find quick and 
ample reward here compared with its 
condition in England, or of the op- 
portunity for social advancement. If 
the protectionist theory is correct, then 
the young Englishmen who have come out 
with Thomas Hughes to make a home on 
the Cumberland plateau in Eastern Tennes- 
see, and to devote themselves to agriculture, 
are coming simply to escape from free- 
trade ruin and to enjoy protection pros- 
perity. Yetit will be very strange if those 
men, when their influence is felt in American 
politiés, do not strengthen the cause of the 
free-traders from a conviction that it is for 
the best interest of the country. No, the 
whole protection argument, based on the 
prosperity of this country when compared 
with the wretchedness of English low life, 
overlooks the main elements of the case, at- 
tributes results to incorrect causes, and takes 
no account of the higher prices which are 
laid upon the agricultural classes from whose 
unprotected labor comes most of the contri- 
bution levied upon the country to pay the 
extra profits necessary to enable our pro- 
tected industries to keep the field. 


GEN..“WALKER’S CENSUS DUTY. 

Gen. Walker is the Superintendent of the 
United States Census which has been taken 
this year. Heis conceded to be capable and 
experienced. Thereis no question as to his 
personal integrity, nor as to his honest desire 
to secure an accurate enumeration of me in- 
habitants of the United States and the collec- 
tion of.correct statistics within the scope of 
the census. But an emergency has arisen 
which demands the exercise of firmness and 
boldness, including the defiance of strong 
political influence, in order to insure a faith- 
ful com pletion of his work. The census re- 
turns from several of the Southern States 
must be closely scrutiniz and critically 
analyzed with a view to detecting indications 
of fraud, and wherever such indications 
shall be found a recount must be ordered 
under conditions that will guarantee an 
honest enumeration. The external evidences 
of fraud in certain sections of the South are 
so numerous and convincing that this 
recount has become the highest duty 
of the Census Department. It cannot 
be neglected without doing a great 
political injury to the most populous and 
prosperous section of the United States. It 
will probably be resisted by the Southern 
politicians and newspapers with the same 
desperation which characterizes all their sec- 
tional aims. Gen. Walker must meet this 
resistance with equal firmness, and he should 
be supported by the leading men and jour- 
nals of the North with the same warmth 
which will undoubtedly mark the opposition 
he is sure to encounter. 

One of the most obvious methods for Gen. 
Walker to adopt in sifting the returns from 
the suspected districts is to collate the rela- 
tive increase of children under 10 years of 
age. Take the case of South Carolina as an 
instance. It is claimed that the rate of in- 
crease in that State within the past decade is 
about 35 per cent. It is well known and 
easily demonstrable that the increase from 
immigration has been insignificant. The 
number of foreign emigrants who have 
gone into that State can be accu- 
rately ascertained from -the records of 
emigration, and will probably be found not 
to exceed a couple of thousand at most. The 
people who have gone from the North into 
that State are chiefly those who have re- 
moved there temporarily for sanitary consid- 
erations; there are one or two favorit resorts 
for consumptives. The white and black ex- 
odus on account of political proscription has 
been fully equal te~the gains in population 
from other sections. Of the native residents 
born before June, 1870, there has been a large 
loss by death. To compensate for this loss, 
and to add anything like 35 per cent to the 
population, must have required an average 
of six or eight children to every family dur- 
ing the past ten years, ora degree of fecun- 
dity in reproduction that would be simply 
marvelous in the whole of à large com- 
munity. . 

The census returns will afford Gen. Walker 
and his assistants the material for estimating - 
the actual increase among the children un- 
der 10 years of age in South Carolina and 
the other Southern States which report ex- 
aggerated growth in population. It is esti- 


mated that about one-half the children that 


are born die under 5 or 6 years of age. After 
allowing for this natural loss, an average in- 
crease on the census returns of even three 
or four children to every family will be con- 
clusive evidence of fraud. But any less 
than this number will be equally conclusive 
of fraud in the absence of any increase from 
immigration. Herein is the opportunity for 
approximately determining the.exfent of the 
forgeries that have been committed by the 
Southern census enumerators. It is not 
likely that they have been thoughtful enough 
to distribute the alleged growth in proper 
proportion to the intants; if it be set down 
to an adult growth the fraud will be palpa- 
bie. Butif it shall happen that the alleged 
increase has been accredited in bulk to the 
children under 10 years of age, then it will 
lead to an inquiry into the causes which have 
suddenly increased the capacity for the un- 
paralleled reproduction of the human species 
of the South. 

Such an increase would necessarily be 
among the blacks to a larger extent than 
among the whites. The population of South 
Carolina is about three-fifths black to two- 
fifths white; about the same proportion ob- 
tains in Mississippi; in Louisiana five-ninths 
of the population is colored, in Virginia 
about four-ninths; in Georgia aod Alabama 
the whites and blacks are about equal in 
numbers. But the leading mind of the 
South have assured us for years the 
blacks have been rapidly dying out by reason 
of the abolition of slavery, . 


. the result will | 


| 


‘the South. It will be very strange, then, if 


the census shall show the blacks to be breed- 
ing and multiplying like rabbits. But if the 
alleged increase be not in the main from 
births among the blacks, then it will be nec- 
essary, in order to credit it, to believe that 
the white women of the South have a capac- 
ity for bearing children beyond anything 
that Nature has ever developed in the past. 
This test of tne census returns should be 
applied by Gen. Walker to every ‘community 
in the South which reports a suspiciously- 
large increase of population, Missouri, out- 
side of St. Louis, should not escape scrutiny 
upon the same basis, for so St. Louis news- 
papers for years have n deploring the 
fact that no new population has 
been settling in that State outside of 
their own city, while there has been 
a steady stream of emigration to Texas and 
elsewhere. There has been practically no 
increase from immigration in the population 
of either of the Carolinas or Virginias, or in 
Kentucky, and but little in that of Georgia, 
Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi, or Tennes- 


see. The Confederate system of ballot-box , 


stuffing is sufficient proof of the disposition 
to doctor“ the census returns for political 
purposes, and also of the feasibility of such 
an undertaking. The Superintendent of the 
Census may run down the fraud pretty 
closely by scanning the increase among the 
children under 10 years of age, and therein 
find ample warrant for ordering a recount,

THE CORE OF THE AFGHAN QUESTION. 

Pending the results of the siege of Canda- 
har and the movements of the English re- 
lieving columns, the Pall-Mall Gazette, 
which is the only paper in England that 
takes a calm and dispassionate view of the 
Afghan situation, propounds two or three 


questions that it is strange have not oc-. 


curred sooner to the English people. These 
questions are: With whom are we at war 
in Afghanistan? What are we fighting for? 
What will victory give us?“ Having asked 
the questions, the Gazette proceeds to an- 
swer thém. The substance of its reply is 
interesting because it is the plain matter-of- 
fact view of the situation, which the Ga- 
zette, alone of all the English pa- 
pers, is courageous enough to take. 
It concedes that the English are fighting 
against Ayoob Khan, but not because. he is 
their foe. On the other hand, his hostility 
to the English is purely an accident. His 
real opponent is Abdurrahman Khan, whom 
the English have set up as Ameer of Cabul, 
whose pretensions he disputes, and whom he 
suspects of designs in Southern Afghanistan. 
Says thé Gazette: ‘Perhaps in the end we 
shall drop Shere Ali and install Ayoob, jus 
as at Cabul we dropped Yakoob and in- 
stalled Abdurrahman. Nobody can tell. 
As to Abdurrahman, it is doubtful whether 
he is friend or foe. Whatever he is to-day, he 
is just as likely as not to be the opposit to- 
morrow. Mohammed Jan was resisting us 
tooth and nail not long since; all at once he 
became almost a sort of favorit.” It em- 
phasizes this point with an illustration of the 
English occupation of the Kuram: 


We subsidize Chiefs and headmen: they pocket 
the subsidy, and at once turn round upon us 
and harass and plunder us; and then, when they 
have had enough of that, they sometimes come 
in again, swear eternal friendship, and ex- 
tract another subsidy. This is no caricature. It 
is exactly what is going on every day. We are 
— to hold the Kuram, surrounded by 
peaceful, friendly, and admiring tribes. Nothing 
could be more unlike the truth. The admiring 
tribes utterly abhor our presence; they hover 
about, biding their time; and amuse themselves 
meanwhile by carrying off our cattle and mur- 
dering our men whenever they get a good 
chance. We should like to know whether the 
raids have not been a great deal more trouble- 
some and mischievous since we occupied the 
Kuram than they used to be before we were mad 
enough deliberately and gratuitously to advance 
into this hornet’s nest. Yet nine people out of 
ten talk as if our precious “conquest” of Af- 
ghanistau had given us undisturbed and undis- 
puted occupation. What we have done is to 
catch a wolf. We dare not let it go, and it will 
not let us go. 


This is a very forcible but not overdrawn 
picture of the situation of England as regards 
Afghanistan. She invaded that country 
upon no otner grounds than to head off 
Russia in her supposed designs upon India, 
for there was no other pretense she could 
offer which would have even a shadow of 
justification. Her idea was that Russia in 
her southward march was bent upon oceupy- 
ing Afghanistan as a base for the invasion of 
India. Hence her own occupation and the 
construction of Beaconsfield’s much vaunted 
scientific frontier,—a frontier so scientifically 
constructed that if Russia. was so disposed 
she could enter Afghanistan at once, and 
without resistance, since a Russian sympa- 
thizer is on the throne at Cabul, and the 
people are more friendly disposed towards 
them than towards the English. And what 
resistance could the English forces, whose 
own situation is full of peril from Afghan 
attacks, offer to the Russians? The Gazette 
sums up its discussion of the situation in the 
following sensible points: 


If we learn Russia is preparing for 
an invasion of ia, we can occupy Afghan- 
istan whenever We think fit, and provided that 
we think fit. If Russia gets into Afghanistan 
she will find herself in the same scrape in which 
we now find ourselves, and will be all the less 
able to cope with the British forces coolly await- 
ing her on their own ground, and with all their 
resources close at band. Finally, the military 
successes of our operations in Afghanistan (and 
never, on the whole, was a bad policy more ably 
carried into execution), as cont 
troubles of the Russians in Cent Asia, ought 
to convince anybody who is not prejudiced to 
the degree of monomania that Great Britain 
willbe able to give a very one account of a 
Russian invad henever he thinks proper to 
fall upon us. 4 we take that as settled, say 
for fifteen or enty years to come? It was 
plain to men of experience and judgment before 
the fatal experiment was 4 The resuit of 
that experiment must now have made it plain to 
those also whose judgment could not be con- 
vinced without a positive demonstration. 


There never was a more causeless and un- 
righteous assault upon a people than the 
English invasion of Afghanistan, even con- 
ceding that the English Government may 
have been convinced that the safety of India 
was imperiled by Russia. There is but one 
way in which she can make reparation, and 
that is to get out of Afghanistan bag arid 
baggage, and leave those people to take care 
of themselves and manage their own affairs. 
England is a trespagser without reason, and 
if the trespass continues there will be no 
sympathy wasted if her armies are crushed 
in the Afghan defiles as they have been 
crushed before.

It is no wonder that our brethren of the “ crit- 
ical sense’ reject the Bible asa volume of ab- 
surdity and symbolism.

6. That when those ministers and laymen who

succeed in convincing human society, against 
the intuition of the race, that there is no Hell. 
or that if there is one it is a casual and 
trifling affair; spread out through count- 
less ages, and never hot enough at, any 
single point to seriously annoy those whom it 
includes, then human society, thus convinced, 
will vote unanimously to disband all Churches, 
even the Church of their holy advisers, as use- 
less expenses and as annoying relics of a de- 
cu ved and now bygone superstition. 

If there are natural forces at work in the uni- 
verse of God, and by His appointment, by whose 
benign influence human character is to become 
holy and happy at last; if the love of God is 
sure to overtake and save the hardest sinner 
eventually, andif in the ages to come all men 
are to be arrayed in white, the Church and the 
Gospel are most fruitiess nonsense and delu- 
sions. If there is a natural way of redeeming 
sinful human character the so-called gracious 
way is a silly pyth.
